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IN EARLY EDITORIAL COMMENT ON PRIME MINISTER VORSTER'S SPEECH AT 
WINDHOEK YESTERDAY ON SOUTH WEST AFRICA, THE SOUTH AFRICAN PRESS 
HAS GENERALLY AGREED THAT MR. VORSTER HAS TAKEN A CONCTT LIATORY 
STANCE. THE JOHANNESBURG EVENING 'STAR 1 COMMENTED: "MR. VORSTER'S 
WINDHOEK SPEECH MAY NOT HAVE BEEN SPECTACULAR, BUT IT CERTAINLY 
WAS DEFINITIVE OF SOUTH AFRICA'S ATTITUDE TO THE PRINCIPLES IN- 
VOLVED IN HER DISPUTE WITH THE UNITED NATIONS OVER SOUTH WEST 
AFRICA. 

" SOUTH AFRICA AGREES WITH BOTH THE UN AND THE ORGANISATION FOR 
AFRICAN UNITY ON THE INTERNATIONAL STATUS' OF THE TERRITORY. 

SOUTH AFRICA ACCEPTS THAT HUMAN RIGHTS FOR ALL PEOPLE-IRRESPECTIVE 
OF COLOUR- SHOULD BE PROMOTED AND THAT THE PEOPLE OF SWA SHOULD 
EXPRESS THEIR VIEWS ON CONSTITUTIONAL DEVELOPMENT FREELY AND 
QUICKLY. MR. VORSTER IS PREPARED TO 'EXCHANGE VIEWS' WITH AN 
OAU COMMITTEE AND HE IS PREPARED TO CONTINUE HIS DIALOGUE WITH THE 
UN. THE SPEECH AS A WHOLE WAS CONCILIATORY AND IT INDICATED

VOCAL UN MAJORITY" THE STAR SUGGESTED THAT THE BEST THE PRIME MINISTE

COULD AIM FOR IS "THE CONFIDENCE OF COUNTRIES LIKE THE UNITED 
STATES. FRANCE AND BRITAIN.... AND THE GOODWILL OF THE MORE MODERATE 
AND REALISTIC BLACK STATES." BUT, THE STAR WARNED:" CONTINUING 
CONFIDENCE AND GOODWILL WILL DEPEND DIRECTLY ON THE EFFECTIVENESS 
WITH WHICH MR. VORSTE CAN MATCH HIS WORDS WITH DEEDS, THE SPEED 
WITH WHICH PETTY APARTHEID DISAPPEARS IN SWA, THE DEGREE TO WHICH 
THE PEOPLE OF THE TERRITORY ARE SEEN TO BE FREELY EXERCISING THEIR

THE PRETORIA NEWS' UNDER THE HEADING "STORMS AHEAD ON SOUTH 
WEST" COMMENTS: 

"IT IS A MEASURE OF THE GULF BETWEEN SOUTH AFRICA AND THE WORLD 
ON THE SOUTH WEST AFRICA ISSUE THAT THE PRIME MINISTER'S SPEECH 
IN WINDHOEK LAST NIGHT, GENERALLY REGARDED BY SOUTH AFRICANS AS 
STATESMANLIKE AND CONCILIATORY, SHOULD BE ALSMOST CONTEMPTUOUSLY 
DISMISSED ABROAD AS TAKING THE MATTER NO FURTHER.

AFRIKAANS LANGUAGE NEWSPAPERS FELT MR. VORSTER HAD DEALT COMPRE-

IT WAS "NOW UP TO THEM TO DEMONSTRATE THEIR REALIZM AND BONA FIDES."
